Memorial dedicated 
to Spitfire pilot 



Over 300 people attended a Festival of 
Crafts in Ramsey Town Centre, browsing 
from a selection of over thirty traders selling 
all manner of home-made wares. 

The festival was organized by the Promoting 
Ramsey Project and supported by the 
Ramsey Millions Partnership. 

Professional sellers mingled with amateur 
artists and groups such as the Ramsey 
Crafters, who operate as a single group to 
help sell members wares. Each member 
provides 10% from their sales to the group, 
who then fund the work of the others and 
arrange local events.

A memorial was dedicated to a Spitfire 
pilot who crashed in Holme Fen during 
World War Two on Thursday September 
22nd. 

Pilot Officer Harold Penketh's Mark 1 
Spitfire crashed into the field just outside 
Holme Village on November 22, 1940, 
during a high altitude training flight just 
after the end of the Battle of Britain. 
The former insurance salesman was a 
member of the Royal Air Force Volunteer 
Reserve, and had less than 20 hours flight 
time before the crash, which is believed 
to have been caused by a fault with the 
on-board oxygen system. 


In a moving and emotional service, the 
memorial was uncovered by Harold 
Penketh's closest living relatives, his 
cousins Sheila Morris and Valetta 
Cranmer, before being blessed by the 
Bishop of Huntingdon. 

The former crash site, which was the 
subject of excavation earlier this year, 
will now be rejuvenated by the Great 
Fen Project as part of its ongoing work, 
while the memorial will become part of 
a historical trail from Peterborough to 
Ramsey.

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Suspects still on run after 
arson attack 


Police are still pursuing leads after two 
men were caught on CCTV committing an 
arson attack on a Ramsey business early last 
month. 

Detectives have released CCTV images of 
two men they want to trace in connection 
with the arson in Ramsey on Saturday 
September 10th. 

The incident happened between 10pm 
and 10.40pm on Ramsey's High Lode 
Industrial Estate, Stocking Fen Road at an 
industrial unit. The unit, a car bodyshop, 
was deliberately set alight and the fire has 
caused significant damage to the premises. 
Detectives investigating the circumstances 


of the fire have released CCTV images of 
two men seen in the area at the time of the 
incident. A statement made by the police 
states: 

"We would like to hear from anyone who 
recognises the men in the images as we 
would like to speak to them in connection 
with this fire. Although the CCTV isn't the 
best quality the men are wearing fairly 
distinctive clothing which we are hoping will 
lead to identifying them."

ANGLIAN WATER IS INVESTING £5,000 INTO THE RAMSEY ROAD 
PUMPING STATION IN WARBOYS FOLLOWING A NUMBER OF 
SEWERAGE ISSUES. 


The money will go towards replacing the 
two existing pumps and introducing auto 
reverse smart technology to help dislodge 
the items causing the blockages. Anglian 
Water have asked the Parish Council to 
help in publicising the problems caused 
by village residents flushing inappropriate 
materials down toilets, which led blockages 
at the pumping station. 

Anglian Water has attended 28 blockages 
in Warboys over the previous 12 months 


whereas they would normally expect this 
to occur about 6 times per annum for a 
village of this size. More than 5 tonnes of 
unflushable items have been pumped out 
of the pumping station and disposed of. 
These items include wipes and sanitary 
waste in addition to fats, oils and grease 
poured down sinks, all of which cause the 
blockages. 

Emma Staples from Anglian Water said: 
"Pumping stations play a vital role in taking 



sewage and used water away from our 
homes and businesses to be safely treated. 
But if everyday items like wipes and sanitary 
waste they are flushed down the toilet rather 
than being put in the bin they can cause 
blockages on pipes and pumps leading to 
nasty smells, or worse still pollution of the 
environment and sewer flooding to people 
homes and gardens. Even products marked 
'flushable' do not break down in the sewer 
like toilet paper. We're campaigning to make 
wipes and sanitary product manufacturers 
change their labelling, and we regularly jet 
sewers and clear pumps to keep the system 
flowing, but we still have to go out to clear 
a blockage roughly every 15 minutes. If 
residents can do their bit by binning these 
items rather than flushing, we can reduce 
avoidable blockages and put that effort and 
money to good use elsewhere." 

Residents are asked to help by disposing of 
the unflushable items into bins rather than 
into toilets and sinks.

Ramsey is to host its own Safety Zone event, 
after similar events took place in St Ives, St 
Neots and Huntingdon last month. 

The event is being hosted by Ramsey PCSOs 
Vicki Docking and Jill Tiernan, with support 


from Jill Gibbs at the fire service. Ramsey has 
not been able to participate recently due to 
a lack of funding. 

Designed for Year 5 pupils, the Safety Zone 
will offer children the opportunity to learn 


more about safety with the use of separate 
zones run by different partner agencies 
about specific types of safety. 

Ramsey's event will be held from the 11th 
to the 13th of October at Ramsey Fire 
Station, with the Fire Service, Police, Trading 
Standards, Road Safety, Woodgreen and 
Network Rail agencies all in attendance, with 
sponsorship provided by Ramsey Tesco, 
Children from primary schools in Ramsey, 
Bury, Warboys, Ashbeach and Somersham 
have been invited. At the event, attendees 


will be split up into groups and go around 
each station learning about Safety. 

Station Commander Dave Lynch, responsible 
at the fire service for children and young 
people, commented on the events saying: 
"The safety zones across the county are 
growing now and we're continually getting 
positive feedback. Each event requires a 
huge amount of support from a host of 
different organisations and really epitomizes 
the value of partnership working."

The Warboys Community Association

TRAVELLER'S CAMP 
CAUSES CONCERN 
IN RAMSEY 


Pipped to 
the post 


Concern has been raised by residents and 
town councillors following a temporary 
stop by travellers at a site on the 
outskirts of Ramsey. 

The group, which consisted of approxi¬ 
mately ten caravans and a number of other 
vehicles, made camp on a piece of disused 
land off the B1040 situated across from the 
Railway. Landowners, who were not aware 
of the group's intentions, did begin eviction 
proceedings but the group had departed 
by the end of the week, despite assurances 
given to Cllr Peter Reeve that they would be 
leaving several days before. 

The camp prompted debate on social 
media from residents, most of whom were 
concerned about their intentions, although 
some did state they were indifferent to their 
presence. Local business was also disrupted, 
with both the Railway and the petrol station 
attached to Tesco affected. 

Debris and rubbish was left in the area 
following the travellers departure, which 
was later cleaned by several parties 
including Ramsey Town Councillor Robert 
Brown. 


Ramsey Councillor Lisa Duffy came second 
in the race to become the next UKIP Party 
Leader, following a party conference in 
Bournemouth last month. 

Cllr Duffy, who was the first UKIP Mayor 
in the country following their takeover of 
Ramsey Town Council, won 4,591 votes but 
lost out to Diane James MEP. Also in the race 
were Bill Etheridge, Elizabeth Jones and 
Philip Broughton, all of whom polled lower 
than Cllr Duffy. 

Speaking to HCR104fm earlier this month 
Cllr Duffy thanked supporters, going on to 
say "It's been a really big learning curve, a 
fantastic experience and one that I am really, 
really glad that I went through" 

Cllr Duffy attracted national headlines 
during her campaign after suggesting there 
should be a ban on Muslim faith schools 
and that burkas should not be worn in high 
security areas. 

Diane James has already begun to make her 
mark on the party, changing the conference 
schedule hours after being voted in as 
leader. 


WHAT'S 
HAPPENED 
TO OUR 

CLOCK? 

Ramsey residents will be thankful that the 
Great Whyte is now clear of roadworks, but 
one slight blemish still remains, a stopped 
clock! 

The town centre icon has been several 
hours out for months, and recently has not 
been functioning properly. It is thought 
that some mechanisms may have been 
disrupted by work taking place in the area, 
although it has not been confirmed what 
has caused this most recent breakdown. 
Ramsey Town Councillor Hadyn Edwards 
did attempt to repair some functions of 
the clock, managing to light two of the 
four bulbs surrounding the clock face, but 
reported a loud bang and sparks when 
attempting to bring the full mechanism 
back into working order. He has suggested 
that either a professional electrocution ora 
clock specialist would be required to repair 
the Ramsey landmark, which has been a 
part of the town centre for generations.

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Hedge destruction 
under investigation 
by HDC 


Huntingdonshire District Council has 
launched an investigation after a local 
resident spotted a section of torn down 
hedging bordering farmers' fields just off 
Stocking Fen Road. 

Karen Barker, who has lived in the area for 
over two decades, spotted the destroyed 
greenery while journeying with a friend, and 
described the scene as "A bit of a shock". "It 
is quite a pretty stretch of road", she noted, 
"and the hedgerows had been literally just 
torn up. I can't even imagine permission was 
given to do this, it seems like such a short 
sighted thing to do!" After witnessing the 
damage, Karen put a formal complaint in to 
the HDC planning department. 

The Hedgerows Regulations 1997 protect 
most countryside hedgerows from being 
removed (including being uprooted 
or otherwise destroyed). This is due to 
hedgerows serving as important wildlife 
corridors, especially in this area. Hedges also 


serve to stabilise the soil and on slopes help 
prevent soil creep or the leaching of minerals 
and plant nutrients, and thus removal will 
weaken the soil and lead to erosion. 

Richard Siwicki, planning enforcement 
officer with the Huntingdonshire District 
Council, confirmed that the complaint was 
under investigation, and that planning 
officials had visited the site on September 
6th. The matter is now awaiting consolation 
with a horticultural specialist, as HDC do not 
currently have a tree protection officer on 
staff. 

"The legislation talks about the removal of 
the hedgerows, the question is whether 
it will grow back or not", said Mr Siwicki, 
and urged the landowner or anyone with 
pertinent information to come forward.

Holme Spitfire crash 
pilot memorialized at site 


Around 70 people gathered to 
commemorate a pilot who crashed during 
the Second World War at Holme Lode when 
his Mkl Spitfire dived into the ground. 

Harold Penketh was a Pilot Officer in 
the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve. A 
former insurance worker, he was killed on 
November 22, 1940, during a high altitude 
training flight just after the end of the Battle 
of Britain. He was aged just 20. 


His flight took off from RAF Wittering, a 
base still in use by the Royal Air Force, 
which provided a sizeable contingent to 
the service. Also present were members of 
Project Nightingale, an organisation which 
provides support for veterans with use of 
archaeology to help with rehabilitation of 
conditions such as P.T.S.D. 

Several notable local figures participated 
in the service, including members of the

military chaplaincy and the Bishop of 
Huntingdon, who blessed the memorial. 
Relatives Sheila Morris and Valetta Cranmer 
B.E.M were also present, unveiling the stone 
before Mrs Cranmer spoke about her lost 
cousin, saying how they believed until only 
months ago that Harold had been lost at sea. 
Among those who turned out to remember 
Pilot Officer Penketh was Maxy, a lifelong 
resident of Holme who witnessed the crash 
when he was just ten years old. He recalled 
riding on a tractor that day, and watching 
the plane going down. He described the 
events leading up to the crash, saying "I 
suppose you would call it a dog-fight. They 
were twisting and turning, and then this 
particular one - well there was like a revving 
sound, and then it just nosedived and is 
spiralled into the ground!". The pilots had 
been practicing high altitude manoeuvres at 
the time of the crash. 

The memorial brings to a close a lengthy 
process that began with the excavation 
of P/O Penketh's Spitfire in October of last 
year. Oxford Archaeology East excavated 
the aircraft on behalf of the Wildlife Trust, 
with the remains entrusted to the Pathfinder 
Museum at RAF Wyton. The Great Fen 
project is now planning to continue their 



development of the site. Caroline Fitton, 
from the Great Fen Project, explained how 
the memorial would fit into that future, 
saying "This stone is going to be part of a 
heritage trail that people will be able to 
come and look at, so people will be able to 
come and pay their respects or leave flowers 
if they want to." 

For now, Pilot Officer Howard Penketh's 
memorial remains a telling reminder of the 
tragedies of war.

Terry Heslin MBE, Chair of Ramsey Rural 
Museum, later spoke of what they were 
trying to achieve with the event, character¬ 
izing it in four words: "Old fashioned country 
fair - that's what we try and replicate.

and Upwood ward in Cambridgeshire 
County Council, has left the United Kingdom 
Independence Party and will stand as a 
Conservative in next year's election. 

Cllr Tew, who has identified as a UKIP 
councillor at both town and county level, 
said in a statement he had decided to move 
"After soul searching for over a year". After 
informing UKIP officials of his change in 
stance, he was suspended by group leader 
Cllr Paul Bullen, although it is not clear if this 


In his statement,ClIrTewhighlighteda lackof 
cohesion within UKIP nationally, saying "this 
was nothing to do with the UKIP grassroots 
members and local councillors who have 
worked hard for their communities. What I 
take issue with is the structure of the UKIP 
party above council level. There seemed 
to be a void with no cohesion, no strategic 
vision, no aims or goals other than Brexit. 
With the vote in June this is done, and 
after winning that battle there is no place 


at the negotiating table to influence how 
Brexit will evolve. It is okay to pressurize the 
government but you need a credible plan 
moving forward, which I just don't see, and 
the party is divided on which direction to 
take." 

His statement also highlights his vision 
for the future, saying: "Attending the local 
Parish Council meetings, I can see that the 
same problems exist in every parish: lack 
of Transport, lack of employment opportu¬ 
nities, road infrastructure, street lighting, 
youth engagement, presence of the local 
constabulary. The only way to tackle these 
issues is by working together, uniting the 
community and working in collaboration 


with all organisations. We must put our 
differences to one side, share resources, 
experience and best practices, simply get 
things done and make the community work 
for everyone." 

In order to make the transition, Cllr Tew has 
given up his chairmanship of the Adult Social 
Care Committee in line with the structure at 
County level. He has stated that he intends 
to stand at the next election, within which 
boundary changes could lead to his standing 
against UKIP veteran Cllr Peter Reeve. In 
2015, Cllr Tew lost his additional Ramsey seat 
to Cllr John Palmer in a close fought race.

Back in July we reported that one of this 
year's Wl resolutions was to challenge 
supermarkets to reduce their food waste 
and to redistribute any to organisations that 
help those who find themselves in a state of 
food poverty. 

The Wl's link to the prevention of food waste 
goes way back. In fact, the Wl in England and 
Wales was formed during the First World 
War to encourage countrywomen to get 
involved in growing and preserving food to 
help to increase the supply of food to the 
war-torn nation. In 1940 the Ministry of Food 
allocated sugar to the NFWI to be distributed 
to Wl Preservation Centres in order to make 
jam and can produce which would otherwise 
go to waste. All the produce then went into 
the nation's food supply. 

So what now? 

The Wi is calling for three main issues to be 
addressed. 

• An enhanced voluntary framework: 
The Wl believes that existing voluntary 
agreements have the potential to go 
much further. The Wl would like to see 
supermarkets committing to a range of 
measures that go above and beyond their 
current voluntary obligations, such as 
greater transparency in publicising their 
food waste statistics and an end to practices 
that contribute to food waste up and down 
the food chain, including appearance 
guidelines on fruit and veg. 

• Food to be used to feed people: The Wl is 
concerned that at present only 18% of food 
surplus fit for human consumption is redis¬ 
tributed to food charities, with the majority 
of the remainder being used for energy 
production. The Wl believes that all good 
food should be redistributed for human 
consumption where possible. 

• The root of food poverty to be addressed: 
The Wl is calling for an end to hunger in the 
UK. Whilst emergency food aid such as food 
banks play an important role in helping 
alleviate the hardship of those in need, it is 
widely accepted that they do not address 
the underlying causes of food poverty or 
present a long term solution. The Wl wants 
to see action at all levels to address both the 
causes and impacts of food poverty and will 
be exploring this issue. 

Only a small percentage of food waste 
happens at supermarket level, however 
successive reports have found that 
supermarket practices are having an impact 
on the amount of food that is wasted up 


and down the supply chain. As a first step, 
the Wl wants retailers do more to help 
reduce food waste both in the home and 
at producer level. The Wl is conducting a 
member survey and supermarket investi¬ 
gation to gain a better picture of the extent 
to which supermarkets are promoting these 
practices and their effect on food waste in 
Wl members' homes. 

Individually WIs will be thinking about how 
they can support this campaign. Regionally, 
in the Huntingdon and Peterborough 
Federation which includes WIs in this area, 
we are very pleased have been approached 
by Metal Peterborough. Our link to Metal 
started last year during the Wl Centenary 
celebrations when some of us took part 
in the award winning Harvest Festival, 
including a meal for 500 in Cathedral 
Square, which happened to coincide with 
our anniversary week. Now a new exhibition 
at Peterborough City Gallery called 'Lucy + 
Jorge Orta: Food' draws together archival 
work alongside new sculpture and drawings 
inspired by this meal. Of particular interest 
elements of the exhibition touch on the 
theme of food waste and food distribution. 
Alongside the show is a programme of 
activities and events in which the Wl have 
been invited to participate. On Saturday 
17th September Anna Bradley-Dorman 
(Ramsey St. Mary's Wl) and Jane Sills 
(Ramsey Wl) had a stand promoting the WIs 
long history of using up excess produce by 
pickling and preserving. An original WWII 
Canning machine and preserves to taste - 
made by Wl members or volunteers from 
Ramsey Walled Kitchen Garden - led to 
many interesting conversations with visitors 
to the museum and those taking part in 
a bread making workshop. 'Get Set Cook' 
Food Waste is also to be held on Saturday 
15th October at Peterborough City Gallery. 
Wl members, including Abbey Wl President 
Karen Prestage, will be teaming up with 
Food Cycle to present a cooking competition 
that will demonstrate what can be cooked 
with supermarket waste. Food Cycle is a 
national charity based on the simple idea 
that food waste and food poverty should 
not coexist. It combines volunteers, surplus 
food and spare kitchen spaces to create 
tasty, nutritious meals for people at risk of 
food poverty and social isolation.

Cuba is fringed by palm trees and blue seas, 
there are over 200 bays and 250 beaches 
for you to explore. There are tobacco 
plantations and factories, lush sugarcane 
fields, mountains, colourful birds, flowers 
and waterfalls to see, and in the towns 
you will see plenty of 50's cars. The capital, 
Havana is the place to find the real Cuba, 
drink rum cocktails, smoke world-class 
cigars and watch whirls of rumba, or just sit 
at a local bar and take it all in. Cubans like 
to dress up, so take some nice clothes and 
go out for the evening. Be adventurous and 
try some dance lessons, the Cubans know 
how to move. Tipping is expected, make 
sure you take plenty of change out with you. 
There's plenty to photograph, but it is illegal 
to take a photo of military, police or airport 
personnel. 

You will need a Tourist Card/Visa to gain 
entry into Cuba. Some operators include this 
in with your holiday cost and some don't, 
you will need to check with your Travel 
Agent. 

The climate makes visiting Cuba a very 
pleasant holiday destination any time. The 
months June-Nov can be very hot and 
humid both day and night. From Nov-Dec 
onwards the humidity drops. May-June it 
begins to rise again. May also brings the start 
of the rainy and the hurricane season, which 
goes through to November. 

Cuba operates a two currency system. The 
CUC (Cuban Convertible Peso) which is the 
Tourist Currency, which will have a picture 
of well known monuments on and is worth 
around 24 times the value of the CUP (Cuban 
Peso) which is the local currency, which 
has of pictures of local heroes. It's a closed 
currency, so you will need to get this once 


Cuba is among the most poorly connected 
countries in the world, with severe 
restrictions on who and where gets internet 
access, and the connection speeds are very 
slow. Batteries are expensive and hard to 
get, so make sure you have plenty of spares. 
Bring your suncream and after-sun with you, 
it's hot and these are expensive. Medication 
is not widely available, so be sure to take 
enough of your prescription medications for 
the whole of your trip, take a doctors note or 
copy of prescription with you. You will also 
need to ensure you take general first-aid 
with you - pain killers, plasters, etc, as these 
are both costly and difficult to get hold of. 
Cuba has a zero tolerance on drugs, sniffer 
dogs are present in the airport and freely 
sniff your luggage. 

With an unprecedented numbers of 
people now visiting Cuba, hotels can get 
booked up quite far in advance. We highly 
recommend that you book early to avoid 
disappointment. Prices are also beginning to 
reflect the fact that demand for accommo¬ 
dation on the island is starting to outstrip 
supply, and due to the undeveloped infra¬ 
structure the standards of accommodation 
are not always up to the standard you might 
expect elsewhere in the Caribbean. 

If you have any items of toiletries or clothes 
you don't want at the end of your holiday, 
why not leave them for the staff. Some of 
the items are difficult for them to get hold of 
and they will really appreciate these and you 
won't have to carry them back.

A policeman’s lot can be a happy one 


I t is customary for new Ramsey 
Rotary Club members to give 
a short presentation of their 
working life and experiences. 
Last month the club had a bit 
of a surprise when ex Police 
Inspector Roger Reynolds let us 
into his secret past as a Royal 
Protection Officer. 

Roger started his humble 
working life as a delivery boy 
for a local baker in Grays, Essex.

Remember, remember your pets 
this November! 


Imagine you snuggled up for the night at home, then BANG! 

It comes from nowhere. BANG! The room flashes. Where's it 
coming from? Another room might be safe. BANG! It's here too! 
You're scared, you're confused. BANG! Run to find the family 
just to be told, 'get down'. BANG, FLASH! It's everywhere! None 
of your usual places are safe but you find something to hide 
underneath and cower low to the floor, hoping that whatever 
it is won't hurt you. 

This is the experience many pets have this time of 
year - firework season.The bangs and crackles of 
the displays can be bewildering and terrifying for 
animals. There are many ways pets show they are 
stressed: 

• Trembling and shaking 

• Toileting in the house 

• Inter-animal tension 

• Excessive vocalisation 

• Pacing and panting 

• Refusing to eat 

• Hiding 

• Clinging to owner 




A staggering 80% of pet owners have a pet who is 
scared this time of year with dogs far more likely to 
suffer. Fireworks are no longer restricted to a few 
nights a year, instead displays are held at any time 
over the winter season. Sound phobias in dogs can 
spiral downwards and with no let up,some animals 
struggle to cope and can take months to get back 
to their normal selves. 

Preparation is key 

Managing an animal with sound phobia can be 
challenging and can be approached with 3 
methods; specialist products, behavioural 
preparation and with common sense. 

Specialist products - pheromone diffusers and 
natural ingredients in a capsule designed to help 
to calm the animal. These products are most 
effective when given for at least a month before the 
fireworks start. For extreme cases a Vet may 
prescribe a sedative for the safety of the animal and 
their owner. 


Behavioural preparation - firework fear doesn't 
just go away on its own, in fact it's likely to get 
worse. For the long term, behavioural therapy is 
recommended. 

Common sense - there are lots of little things 
you can do while fireworks are going off to help 
your pet cope: 

• Keep them indoors after dark 

• Provide them with a den in their favourite 
place in the house 

• Ignore fearful behaviour, stay calm and don't 
get angry - it might sound counter-intuitive 
but comforting a fearful animal only confirms 
to them that there's something to be afraid of. 

• Muffle the sound - shut the windows, doors 
and curtains and turn up the TV or radio. 

• Provide distraction - perhaps a new toy or 
chew.

Grant Pots have been a particular success 
of the Ramsey Million project. We have 
already distributed around £60,000 to over 
30 different organisations that are working 
in and around Ramsey Parish. As part of 
our next year's programme, Ramsey Million 
Partnership will be launching two new 
grant programmes.

Okay so I can't explain 
why I wanted to read 
this book but and

Before I go any further I need to emphasise 
that the content of this book is not suitable 
for younger YA (Young Adult) fans and 
the publisher recommends readers to be 
aged 14+. Cherry is a story about 4 friends, 
Layla, Zoe, Emma and Alex, on the lead up 
to their high school graduation. They have 
the normal everyday things to deal with like 
family, friends, classes and actually making 
it to graduation but in addition to this 
Layla decides they also need to loose their 
virginities. Throughout the book you follow 
all four girls as the make their way through 
the last few terms of high school and try to 
loose their V-cards at the same time... and in 
the form of a sex pact no less! 

I think the reason I loved this book was 


because of the characters. I found all of the 
girls relatable in one way or another and it 
made me care about what happened to each 
of them. It is so easy for a YA novel that is 
based around sex to come across contrite or 
become more adult than YA but with Cherry, 
as much as sex plays a big part in the story, 
the actual book is more to do with the girls 
becoming women.

RECIPE OF THE MONTH 



pM 

A tasty pudding to use a marrow. 
Some courgettes always get away! 

WHAT YOU WILL NEED 

20cm (8”) flan dish or pie dish 

Short crust pastry (you can use bought 

pastry) 

175 gm (6oz) plain flour) 

85 gm (3oz) butter or block margarine 


300 gms (lOoz) of peeled and cored 
marrow 

90gm (3ozs) of sultanas 

Sugar to sweeten 

Nutmeg or Cinnamon to taste 

METHOD 

1. Peel and core the marrow and stew in 

a small amount of water until soft and can 
be mashed with a fork. 

2. Remove from the heat and add sultanas 
and allow to get cold, this allows the 
sultanas to absorb the moisture. 

3. Sweeten to taste. 



4. Make the pastry by putting the flour in 
a bowl. Add the margarine or butter and 
rub in gently with your fingertips until the 
mixture resembles fine breadcrumbs. Add 
about 3 tablespoons cold water until the 
pastry comes together in a ball. Roll out the 
dough on a lightly floured surface and use 
it to line a 20cm (8in) loose-bottomed flan 
tin 

5. Chill in the fridge for 30 minutes. 
Meanwhile, preheat the oven to 220°C (fan 
200°C/425°F/Gas 7). Blind bake the pastry 
case for 15-20 minutes. You can omit the 
baking blind but you may get a “soggy 
bottom”. 

6. Fill pastry lined dish with marrow 
mixture and sprinkle with nutmeg or 
cinnamon. 

7. Bake in a preheated oven at 220oC or 
gas mark 7 for approximately 30 minutes or 
until pastry is cooked and the filling is firm 
to the touch.

Ramsey is the gateway to the fens and 
because of the Abbey has been a prosperous 
town for centuries. In the early days the 
town supported agriculture but gradually, 
as the town grew, so did the occupations 
of shopkeepers and skilled men who could 
supply, repair and make machinery for the 
farms. Their families stayed in Ramsey for 
generations but their stories have been lost 
in the mists of time. 

Three months ago the Ramsey and District 
U3A joined forces with the Friends of the 
Mortuary Chapel to research names from 
the cemetery. I believe there are about 
7,000 names inscribed on headstones, kerbs, 
pillars and tombs and the research is called 
the 'Not Forgotten' project. Members of 
the U3A Family History group have already 
researched more than 100 names to date. 
Private school 

Did you know that the building that houses 
The Milk Shake Junction was once a private 
school with Miss Mary Cattling as Principal 
and her sister, Elizabeth, as music teacher? 
That Andrew Newton who moved to 
Ramsey in 1821 and who died in 1865 was a 
gentleman farmer who left a fortune worth 
£600,000 today. His family benefited through 
the ages and his great niece Rebecca Newton 
was still able to live comfortably from his 
inheritances until her death in the 1927. 

The completed research is available to read 
at the Mortuary Chapel so if your family have 
lived in the town for a long time why not go 
along and see if you can find details of their 
lives, marriages, occupations and children. 
The Mortuary Chapel in Wood Lane, Ramsey 
has one more open day this year 2nd 
October from 1:00 - 5:00pm when they will 
be showcasing an exhibition commemo¬ 
rating the men of Ramsey & surrounding 
villages who died on the Somme between 
July-November 1916. 

The Lost Generation 
As well as helping the 'Not Forgotten' 
project members of the Ramsey and District 
U3A, Family History group have spent his 
year writing about 'The Lost Generation' 
for their annual project. Who are the Lost 
Generation? We are because we no longer 
write letters or even keep photos. The tech¬ 
nological advances that are invaluable to 
modern living are often just messages or 
tweets that are deleted at the touch of a 
button or stored in a 'cloud'. As a group 
we determined to leave something more 
permanent so we have been writing about 
our own lives as stories or biographies so 
that our families will have a record of our

A Neighborhood Plan is a plan for a 
neighborhood area, in this case that of Bury 
Parish, which includes policies and ideas that 
become part of the HDC local plan and have 
to be taken into account by the planners. 
The Neighborhood Plan gives a community 
direct power to develop a shared vision 
for our neighbourhood and shape the 
development and growth of our Parish. It 
also has a unique impact on planning law, 
providing influence over planning decisions 
and giving the opportunity to specify sites 
for development. The process can also 
identify non-planning desires and objectives 
that are taken forward by the community. 
Question is, what will it accomplish? We 
spoke to Lisa Schiavo, Vice Chair of the 
Neigbourhood Plan Committee, about 
how the process will affect the community, 
and what the plan means to her and the 
committee. 

For Lisa, the plan allows Bury to have a say 
in its own future, giving the parish council 
more power to enact the will of their 
parishioners into the future. "Bury village is 
a very small, very unique village", said Lisa, 
"and we wanted to retain some of its unique 
characteristics while asking all the residents 
what they wanted for the next 20 years." 


However, the process begins with the public 
themselves. For months, the committee 
has been reaching out to the residents of 
Bury with questionnaires and attending 
local events including the Carnival and the 
Vegetable Show. So far, this seems to have 
been accepted by the community, as Lisa 
commented that "We've had some good 
responses and we're very pleased with how 
the plan is going", although she did admit 
outreach was a tough task: "It is difficult 
which is why we've made sure that the 
people on the neighborhood plan are quite 
diverse, we have people of all ages and all 
backgrounds so that we can get a bit more 
of a view from everyone's perspective." 
Lastly, the elephant in the room - Ramsey. 
Are the committee concerned about its 
encroaching on Bury, or being swallowed 
up as Ramsey expands? "That is what we're 
trying to avoid", Lisa assures us, "By doing 
this neighborhood plan we are trying to 
retain bury as Bury Village. Obviously, we 
do know we are a part of Ramsey and Hunt¬ 
ingdonshire, and we do appetite we have 
got Ramsey around the corner for all our 
amenities and shopping, but we are trying 
to make sure that Bury stays as Bury." 


September's meeting was attended by all 
Parish Councillors, both District Councillors 
and seven members of the public. 

RAF Upwood is still causing concern as 
young people continue to enter the site at 
weekends and in the evenings. They enter 
by creating gaps in the fencing but don't 
close the gaps when they leave which is 
creating a new problem in that pigs, which 
are kept on the site by a local farmer, get 
out and on to the Upwood Road and into 
people's gardens. 

A meeting was called in August by the 
Police with representatives from Strawsons 
(owners of the site), Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue, District Council and Parish Council to 
discuss the problem. It was agreed that once 
planning permission had been given for 
demolition the problem of the trespassing 
would be removed. 

It is hoped that such permission will be 
granted soon. 


Litter on the playing fields is a continuing 
problem even though there are sufficient 
waste bins, and a large knife was found by a 
Councillor in one of the bins in the children's 
play area. The police have been notified. 
Traffic calming in Owls End and parking 
restrictions in Grenfell Road should be 
completed soon. 

Speedwatch is up and running and there 
have been several cars caught exceeding 
the30 mph limit. One at 49mph in the 
Upwood road, and one in the High St. at 
50mph. People living in both roads will 
confirm that speeding by many vehicles is a 
constant problem and danger. Speedwatch 
relies on volunteers so if anyone is interested 
please contact the team<csw.bury@gmail.

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Upwood resident alleges Tesco assault 


Earlier this month, we reported on an 
Upwood resident who claims he was 
"assaulted" by security staff at the 
Ramsey Branch ofTescoon September 
12th after being manhandled while 
attempting to exit the building. 

David Oldale (68) had travelled to the 
store to return a broken kettle, which 
staff replaced with a new model, as 
well as to purchase several household 
items. Underneath is an article he 
penned describing the incident. 



"As I had a few items to shop for I decided to 
return a kettle (that was defective) purchased 
a few months before under guarantee to my 
local Tesco Store. I produced the kettle at 
the Customer Services Desk and explained 
the problem before handing over my 
purchase receipt. The pleasant young lady 
at the desk took the items and asked me to 
select another kettle - which I subsequently 
did! I proceeded back to customer services 
whereupon I was given a new receipt. I 
then continued around the store, selected 
a few items and proceeded to the checkout 
and paid for the goods after informing the 
checkout operator that the kettle was in 
exchange for a defective item and showed 
her my new receipt. 

Although I had only purchased a few items, 
all my items including the kettle were placed 
in a Tesco trolley that I required for support 
(by virtue of being disabled after suffering a 
fractured spine in two places received whilst 
being a professional Fire and Rescue Service 
Officer some years before) and now awaiting 
surgery on both knees for joint replacement. 
After going through the first (of two sets) of 
store doors I was confronted by a supposed 
security person screaming and shouting in a 
foreign language. I told him in no uncertain 
terms to speak English and proceeded 
through the second set of doors and out 
of the store, I had in fact done nothing 
whatever wrong! My actions however 
infuriated him even more as he blocked my 
path to the car park. At no time did he ask 
me for my store receipts nor tell me exactly 
what the problem was. I tried to proceed to 
my vehicle but couldn't as he grasped my 
trolley (to which I was attached at the other 
end) and as I mentioned before I needed the 
trolley for support. 


After being dragged back into the store 
he still continued to shout and scream in a 
foreign tongue. At this time the young lady 
from customer services intervened on my 
behalf stating to the security person that 
there was no problem as I had paid for all my 
goods and I had receipts for all. At this point 
what I took to be two managers intervened, 
and the security person was dismissed from 
our group. One of the managers asked 
the lady from customer services to delete 
the security tag from the kettle, which 
incidentally couldn't be done! I left the store 
shaking and feeling branded like a common 
criminal with my reputation in tatters as 
somewhat of a crowd had gathered drawn 
by the commotion, and as many will know 
there was me stopped and undoubtedly 
guilty of being a shoplifter. And I had 
done nothing whatever wrong. I had been 
assaulted both physically and verbally but I 
was perceived as the wrong-doer! 

Within an hour I contacted Tesco Head 
Office to lodge a formal complaint at my 
treatment. The next day the Tesco's Ramsey 
store manager telephoned me as she had 
been instructed by Tesco Head Office to 
investigate my complaint. Although she 
informed me that the security firm that 
was contracted to Tesco's was called 'Total 
Security' she did not know whether the 
security officer concerned was licensed 
(it is now against the law to operate as a 
security officer in this country without being 
licensed). After being abused both physically 
and verbally. Being held against my will. 
Falsely arrested. All without any evidence 
whatsoever I was offered a gift voucher 
to be used in-store for £10! AN INSULT! 
So think before you shop at Tesco!"

Further to the meeting of Upwood and 
the Raveleys Parish Council on Monday 
evening, I write with reference to the 
article on page two of the September 
edition of the Ramsey and Warboys 
Reporter, "Get me to the church (on 
time)!".

Your article is not only factually 
incorrect; it is offensive. I would ask 
that my letter is published in the next 
edition of the newspaper together with 
a public apology. The article is offensive 
to the Parochial Church Council and the 
congregation of St. Peter's Church. It is 
offensive and potentially damaging to 
the business of our parish maintenance 
contractor. It is damaging to the 
reputation of Upwood and the Raveleys 
Parish Council; and perhaps most 
importantly of all, it undermines the 
efforts of all who have a sense of pride in 
our community and go that extra mile to 
ensure that it is well cared for. 

The parish council is supportive of your 
newspaper and the opportunities it 
provides to share news and to keep 
people informed. May I suggest in future 
that you take the time to check your 
facts with a reliable source before going 
to print.

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Social media at work is a hot topic and it's 
not going away any time soon. I have dealt 
with plenty of disciplinaries, grievances and 
more informal issues involving social media 
over the last year or two, with more on the 
horizon. 

But issues with employees are rarely 
isolated, which is all part of the challenge 
of managing staff! So aside from the more 
obvious potential issues like reputation 
damage for the company on social media, 
confidentiality and security, you are likely to 
find social media issues cropping up more 
and more often in more day-to-day issues 
you come across as an employer. Here are 
some examples to consider: 

Social media and absence 
If you have an employee with a sickness 
absence problem, part of the problem might 
be you don't think they are always genuinely 
sick, or that the absence is strictly necessary. 
So where does social media come into this? 
Well, some employees will include their 
manager on their Facebookfriends (we don't 
advise this by the way), and will then be daft 
enough to post pictures of themselves out 
having a very heavy night before calling in 
sick the following morning. Or even if you 
are not their friend on Facebook, someone 
at work often is, and you will find you get 
print-outs and complaints from others who 
are perhaps aggrieved at their colleague 
taking unnecessary absence and fed up 
with picking up the slack. So is it ok to act 
on information given by others? Yes, as part 
of an overall context. Don't go using any 
subterfuge to get access to private social 
media accounts, but if presented with 
evidence that someone is doing something 
wrong at work, you can certainly take that 
into account, as long as you obviously give 
the employee reasonable opportunity to 
explain themselves. 

Social media and discipline/grievances 
Even if there is a discipline or grievance issue 
in progress which has nothing to do with 
social media itself, you may find social media 
becomes part of the issue at a later point. For 
example if you're disciplining someone for 
something and they feel aggrieved about 
it, they may have a moan on social media, 
which then brings into play the question of 
company reputational damage. 

Obviously an aggrieved employee is likely to 
only offer their side of any dispute on social 
media, and when this is being presented to 


lots of close friends, there can be a tendency 
for the issue to become built up even further 
in the employee's mind, with no stabilising 
"voice of reason" and lots of outraged posts 
and encouragement from friends to take 
things further. 

Similarly, friends often post 'helpful' advice 
about the employee's legal rights in a 
situation, which is frequently inaccurate 
and not conducive to settling any dispute 
in a calm manner quickly. So the flavour of 
the dispute can change as a result of the 
involvement of social media. 

Social media and employee relationships 
Colleagues at work often become "friends" 
on Facebook or link on other social media 
networks. This is of course fine, but there 
are a couple of things to be aware of in these 
circumstances. Some employees may feel 
excluded if they are not on social media or 
are not invited to be friends or link up while 
others are. Cyber-bullying is also something 
to be aware of - employees who are not 
necessarily getting on may act out their 
dispute outside work and on social media, 
which has the dual problem of possible 
corporate reputational damage as well as 
the potential for bullying claims. If someone 
feels bullied by a colleague outside of 
work, it absolutely is your problem, even if 
no bullying activity is taking place during 
working hours or in the workplace. 

So as well as sorting out a good social 
media policy and being concerned about 
protecting your corporate image and confi¬ 
dentiality, be aware of how social media can 
creep into other employee issues and make 
sure you are considering that when dealing 
with those issues at work.

The Cats of Wood 
Green Animal Shelter

Cat purring is renowned for healing 
humans and animals alike, which is 
amazing, unless you do not have a 
cat of your own. There are sound 
generators you can use, of course, 
but nothing alleviates anxiety and 
stress quite like the heat of a curled 
up, content cat purring in your lap. 
This phenomenon is why places like 
Wood Green, the Animals Charity 
can be so beneficial - not only for 
the animals it houses, but for the 
people who work and/or visit there 
regularly. Considering the fact that 
Wood Green is not very far from 
Ramsey or surrounding villages 
(only a half hour drive, if you are 
lucky enough to not get caught 
in traffic), it is a fairly easy way to 
destress. 

As learned during a visit there on 
the 30th August, Wood Green can 
house up to one hundred cats at 
a time, which, if you're the type 
who loves tiny, soft rescue animals 
who need a home and probably 
love you as well, is optimal and 
will probably bring you to tears. Of 
course, even if you aren't, the effect 
of being surrounded by so many 
cats will at the very least take your 
mind off of the inconveniences and 
stress of your day-to-day life. 


Even with the amount of cats 
Wood Green houses, there is still 
additional accommodation made 
for cats who are not adept at social¬ 
ization. Sooky, a Bengal, currently 
resides in the summer house, 
because he intimidates other cats 
and it is better for everyone if he 
is separate from them. Flowever, 
despite his behavior towards other 
cats, he is very affectionate and 
sweet to humans. So, in this case, 
you win some and you lose some. 
As should be expected by a place 
that houses cats with healing 
powers, Wood Green is amazing 
at caring for their cats (and other 
animals) in a way that keeps both 
the animals and visitors safe. They 
have a cat friendly handling policy; 
ie. no "scruffing" (grabbing by the 
back of the neck), no picking up 
cats without reason, and treating 
the cats when they do something 
good or follow a command. 

The charity has a unit for every cat- 
each unit includes hiding places 
(for the more anxiety-inclined 
feline), two litter boxes (for choice, 
because cats are fussy), scratching 
posts (which are placed by doors, 
so the cats can scent mark), and 
high and low areas for them to 



settle in. They are fed twice daily 
with wet food, and dry throughout, 
and their litter boxes are changed 
up to three times a day - sometimes 
more, dependent on the cat. 
Because of how expensive cat 
food, litter and general check-ups 
for the cats are, with 40p a pouch 
of cat food, twice a day, for every 
cat, as well as the money for 
litter and dried food, the costs of 
maintaining Wood Green add up. 
Not to mention the cost of all of 
the spaying and neutering that 
needs to be done; Wood Green's 
vets complete 100 on an average 
month. Donations are what keep 
Wood Green (and places like it) 
running and the animals housed. 
Foster homes are necessary and 
yearned for, whether for cats who 
have given birth recently and their 
kittens, or for cats recovering from 
surgeries, or simply for cats who 
don't have a home to turn to.

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RAMSEY POLICE FORUM well attended imm 


Issues including RAF Upwood, speeding and public urination were dealt with at this month's police forum, held in Ramsey Methodist Church on Wednesday 21st September. 


The public posed questions to a panel 
which included Sergeant Andrew Street, 
who leads the St Ives and Ramsey local 
policing team, alongside Police Services 
Volunteer Chris Shawand Special Sergeant 
Mark King, who has been tackling issues 
in the local area. Over thirty residents 
were in attendance, including local Parish, 
Town and District Councillors. 

The meeting began with Mr Shaw 
elaborating on a recent Policing Opinion 
Survey, which had been conducted the 
previous month. Despite almost none 
of the attendees having completed the 
survey, 97 responses were recorded and 
results showed a clear concern about 
speeding and burglary, which police 
will now take into consideration going 
forward. 

Sergeant Street then proceeded to 
examine some of the comments made by 
respondents, including several concerns 
about the perceived lack of police 
presence in the area. When the meeting 
was opened to public questions, one 
concern was also a lack of police cars. 
"We don't have as big a police presence 
in Ramsey as I would like", commented 
Sergeant Street, elaborating that there 
are more officers than vehicles. 

Other concerns varied from specific 
instances of criminality to matters 
of social care and drugs offences. 


Particularly mentioned was a lackof speed 
enforcement, which Sergeant Street 
admitted had fallen by the wayside due 
to a number of staffing issues. The St Ives 
and Ramsey Policing team recently lost 
two members, who have taken on roles 
elsewhere, and that replacement staff 
had not received the training necessary 
to operate a speed-gun. However, 
Sergeant Street did remain hopeful that 
speed checks would begin anew, possibly 
with help from the Specials, and that he 
would chase up one resident's concerns 
regarding the speed-check van having 
not visited particular areas of St Mary's. 

Having taken note of residents' concerns, 
the meeting broke up at 9Pm. 

What is a Special Constable? 

The special constabulary is a force of 
trained volunteers who work with and 
support their local police. 'Specials', as 
special constables are known, come from 
all walks of life and they all volunteer a 
minimum of four hours a week to their 
local police force, forming a vital link 
between the regular (full-time) police 
and the local community. Once they have 
completed their training, they have the 
same powers as regular officers and wear 
a similar uniform. 

Sergeant King began his vocation as a 
Special in Enfield, North London, and 
has been part of this volunteer force for

WHAT TO LOOK OUT FOR! 


We've all been there. Suddenly, that prized 
motor we thought would last forever has 
given up the ghost and simply won't make 
it past the MOT. Now, we're forced to get 
out there and look for a new run-around. 
While this can be a bit of fun, test driving 
new cars and seeing what works, there are 
a few traps you can fall into as well! Just to 
be sure you don't end up hard done by, 
here is a couple of things to look out for! 
Write Off Categories 
Most reputable merchants will add a little 
note if the car has been part of an insurance 
claim in its past. Categories range from D, 
where the car has been written off because 
it would be too costly to repair, through 
the more serious Category C's and B's into 
Category A, where the car is considered 
too dangerous to drive. While these might 
not worry you, it's worth keeping an eye 
out just to make sure! 

Clocking 

Clocking isthe practice of winding backthe 
odometer on a high-mileagecarto increase 
its apparent value and asking price. This 
can be lucrative for dealers, as every 1,000 
miles removed increases the value substan- 


tially, but is also highly illegal. This is tough 
to spot, but experts recommend checking 
that there are no indications of long 
motorway journeys, such as Chips made 
by stones across the front of the bonnet, 
or looking to see if a shiny, worn steering 
wheel would be more likely to be seen on a 
high mileage vehicle. Also, an older vehicle 
with virtually new pedals/gearstick and/or 
upholstery may indicate that something 
is being hidden. Generally speaking, is its 
Car Cloning or 'Cut-and-shut' 
Sometimes one car is given the identity of 
another by replacing the number plates 
with those from an almost identical vehicle 
- same make, model and colour. This is 
called car cloning. Another technique is to 
take the remains of two or more cars, which 
have usually been accident-damaged and 
written off by insurers, and weld them 
together, then illegally give the identity 
of one of the wrecks. In most cases, the 
cosmetic work is often outstanding, and it's 
usually very difficult to spot either method 
from the outside. However, both of these 
can be unearthed with a car data check, 
which is recommended for peace of mind. 



several years. Despite also working full 
time in the technology industry, he also 
spends 50-60 hours as a special and, 
being a resident of Ramsey, has recently 
begun to take on a list of tasks set by 
Sergeant Street relating directly to 
the area.

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ADAMS FITNESS CHALLENGE 

PART 2 - A PAIN IN THE POSTERIOR! 


Thus far in life, I have never found a trickier 
problem to solve than how to make an 
exercise bike seat more comfortable. The 
issue has consumed so much of my recent 
thinking that I felt the title above was almost 
inevitable. I have tried padding (seemed 
to make this worse), cycling shorts (not a 
pleasant image) and even at one point a 
cushion (didn't end well for the cushion). 
The reason I was suffering? For the first 
week I was stranded at home with no way 
to get into One Leisure, leading me to ask an 
interesting question.... 

TO GYM OR NOT TO GYM 

Living in Bury for most of my life, a car has 
been somewhat necessary. Therefore, it 
never occurred to me that living without 
it would make this challenge difficult, but 
of course there are plenty of residents 
who don't drive. What then? Biking is a 
possibility, but alas the only bike I own 
remains resolutely stationary, while running 
or walking the two and a half miles was 
plausible before an hour-long workout, but 
caused certain problems on the way back 
(fatigue, dehydration, looking really daft 
and sweaty). And I only live in Bury, those 
in Warboys or the Ramsey Villages face a 
significant lack of pavements on which to 
walk. The only answer, as far as I could tell, 
was to work out at home on my now hated 
exercise bike, and then compare with a 
week's hard gym-ing once I had my wheels 
back. Here is what I discovered. 




There are several pros to working out at 
home. For one, it's much easier to find the 
time (see further on), and you can enjoy all 
the comforts of privacy while you work up a 
sweat. At the start of the week, I happily filled 
two 30 minute workouts per day without 
much hassle, able to put on a film and pedal 
away. It got a bit boring on the third day, so 
I switched to a more exciting film. Then the 
fourth, and fifth, and sixth. By the end, I was 
so bored of that same 30-minute cycle that 
I was writing, working, even playing video 
games to keep my mind off the task! 

Of course, I know you'll be thinking, you 
could buy a couple of machines, maybe 
throw a run in or (heaven forbid) get an 
actual push-bike. But the costs add up, and 
come out in one go, whereas a monthly gym 
membership is far easier to swallow. By next 
week, I rather enjoyed my three hour long 
sessions. I was working harder, with muscle 
groups and exercises that my lowly bike 
didn't even begin to cover being thoroughly 
challenged. 

FINDING THE TIME 

The other issue was getting my timings in 
order this month! It's easy to find the time 
for one gym session, but two or three? Add 
some additional cardio into the mix and 
everything gets a little tight! At the worst 
point, I had completely muddled this all 
up and arrived 30 minutes late to my next 
meeting... 

Is there an easy solution to this? Sadly not, 
but I found the more sessions 
fit in, the more I wanted to 
get another one in. Once you 
get started, the motivation 
is there and you will do just 
about anything not to stop 
and loose it, for fear of giving 
back all those gains. It helps 
when you have something 
keeping you on track, which 
brings me to my next point! 

STAYING 'APPY 

One of the best features 
of the One Leisure Gym 
Membership, and there 
are plenty to choose from, 
is the companion app on 
my phone. 'My Wellness' is 
downloadable for free, and 
links in with all your activities 
in the fitness suite automati¬ 
cally, which made it nice and 
easy for me to keep track of 
my MOVEs (a measurement 
the app uses to track your 
daily exercise) and keep up 
the pressure to improve. 

Each week, you not only get a 
target to try and beat but also 
an opportunity to log any 
additional exercise you did, 
choosing the activity from 
a vast list. As an addition, I 
would highly recommend 
downloading it.
